Should the calf die, they 
have skinned and tanned, then stuff and milking time 
place the mother’s head, otherwise the cow will give 
milk. 

They contend that you cannot separate the cow from the 
calf and before each milking they allow the calf mouth 
the teats, then when the milk starts they tie the calf the 
cow’s head while they milk her. After milking all they can 
get, they let the calf suck for hour two, depending 
its age, then take the calf away until the next milking. 
While the calf quite young, they milk three times day 
the calf gets fed more often. 

many cases where the milk for home consumption, 
the milk man takes the cow with calf one house after the 
other and milks, after the calf has started the milk, only the 
amount the individual customer wants, then goes the 
next customer and until that cow has given all her 
milk.

WORLD’S DAIRY CONGRESS 


World’s Dairy Congress will down history 
the greatest achievement bringing together, for ad- 
vancement the dairy cause, the largest number Dairy 
Scientists and industrial leaders. From its opening its 
closing session there prevailed among the hundreds dele- 
gates the best spirit appreciation and co-operation. 
The object the Congress was most clearly stated the 
program follows: 

purpose the World’s Dairy Congress effect 
international exchange the newer knowledge the 
sciences and practices dairying and the methods and 
results wise use milk and its products the human 
diet. 

object bring together the forward-looking leaders 
who are shaping the trend the dairy industry; study the 
economic forces which influence domestic and international 
commerce dairy animals, products and equipment; dis- 
cuss methods disease prevention and regulating and 
controlling the sanitation dairy 
products; consider the influence wise use milk and 
its products national health, and the vital importance 
the part which they play human, physical and mental de- 
velopment.” 

About forty different nations, with delegates numbering 
nearly two thousand, comprised this Congress. Its sessions 
opened October 2nd Washington and were continued there 
the 3rd, Philadelphia the 4th, and from the 5th 
the 10th Syracuse, New York. 

The opening session Washington October Secre- 
tary State Hughes, extended the greeting this Nation 
the assembled delegates. Secretary Hughes, his char- 
acteristic, pleasant manner, emphasized the value the 
dairy industry and the consequent uplift the human race 
and the influence this exerts the peace the world 
making its people better fitted meet responsibilities. Jules 
Maenhaut, Belgium, President International Dairy Feder- 
ation responded. was followed addresses from Sec- 
retary Agriculture Wallace, and Secretary Hoover the 
United States Department Commerce and President 
American Child Health Association. Secretary Hoover’s

address dealt specially with the place which dairy products 
hold the improvement human health and was highly 
appreciated the foreign delegates who expressed during 
the session words commendation for the part which the 
United States Dairy Industry, through Mr. Hoover’s activ- 
ities, had played during the troublesome times the war 
period. 

Dean Van Norman, President World’s Dairy Con- 
gress Association, his opening address said: 

scientists and leaders heartily welcome the 
representatives the dairy countries the world. This 
congress the outgrowth long-existing wish enter- 
tain this country the men and women other lands who 
are contributing the progress this great industry. 

This congress was undertaken before the signing all 
world-war treaties and under conditions which prompted 
the dairy leaders America take the initiative. With 
the re-establishment active work the International 
Dairy Federation were happy secure its co-operation. 
The congress not legislative character. has au- 
thority commit its delegates the countries they repre- 
sent any particular policy course action. 

has been made possible the financial support the 
Government and the dairy industry. will serve its adher- 
ents brings into wider use the best fruits scientific re- 
search and increases the appreciation the part which 
fundamental scientific research contributes economic 
progress. shall thus secure added support for such 
research will doubly serve. Not the least importance 
the cultivation that personal and international acquaint- 
ance which makes for understanding and for world peace. 

this country are indebted Europe for our breeds 
dairy cattle, early feeding standards, and our elementary 
knowledge dairy chemistry and bacteriology, the pasteur- 
ization prosess, the use pure culture, the centrifugal sep- 
arator, leadership standardization export dairy products 
and early co-operative organizations. 

have materially developed these gifts and have also 
made our contributions, such the use the attractive 
1-pound rectangular butter package for retail trade, the high- 
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grade milk supply for cities, the system supervision 
production and the perfection commercial pasteurization 
equipment and methods, application mechanical refrig- 
eration, the development labor-saving machinery, the 
ice cream business, the perfection milk condensing and 
milk powder manufacture, State supervision advance 
registry pure bred cows, and the developing certified 
milk. Our vast areas scattered farms, with relatively 
small herds, have brought about our so-called centralized 
creameries, also the great system co-operative creameries. 


This congress recognition the world character 
this industry, the inter-relationship all the countries 
engaged dairying, and the fact that seasonal, climatic, 
economic, and political changes any country rapidly 
affect the prosperity the dairy industry other countries. 
Successful leadership seeks increasing familiarity with these 
world forces. 


Six great nations are today aggressively encouraging in- 
creased dairy production. This necessitates increased con- 
sumption. The revelations science and the accumulated 
data welfare agencies show immense, untouched markets 
every country that portion its growing and mature 
population which, through ignorance and spite wealth 
poverty, underfed because unwise choice foods and 
insufficient use milk. Wider dissemination these facts 
contribution human health and the economic 
prosperity the industry. 


New problems confronting the industry are, the relation 
mineral matter the nutrition dairy animals, the 
control costly diseases, the increased use mechanical 
equipment, the influence larger container units, the ap- 
plication mechanical refrigeration geographical dis- 
tribution, and the growth co-operative organizations. 


The part which some 1,300 national and State dairy or- 
ganizations play the rapid dissemination knowledge and 
stimulation improvement our American industry 
prompts the suggestion the need greater coordination 
our own industry, closer articulation with the world’s 
dairy organizations, and the hope that future international 
meetings, while accentuating the service science, will give 
greater recognition the part which the organized industry 
plays the application science commerce, and finally 
the wider cultivation society’s appreciation its de- 
pendency successful dairy industry for lowering the 
human death rate and increasing the physical efficiency 
men and women.”

President Coolidge extended them. photograph show- 
ing the gathering including the president was taken. 


Throughout the ten days the Congress the spirit 
hospitality, shown the local public through their most 
committees was highly appreciated. Washington 
the committee had arranged for free excursions the Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm, Mount Vernon, Arlington, 
and the Dairy Farm the Soldiers Home, well arrang- 
ing special opportunity for visiting the interesting public 
buildings the capital city. Tuesday evening, ban- 
quet was given the New Willard, and that occasion 
roll call nations was conducted thus enabling those present 
become familiar with the different delegations. 


reaching Philadelphia the morning the 4th the dele- 
gates were met the train with conveyances and taken 
the Bellevue-Stratford Hotel where breakfast was served.

Dairy ASSOCIATIONS AND THEIR 


The average milk production for the entire United States 
something like half the average production the cows 
the most advanced dairy countries Europe. This would 
inexplicible were not for the fact that less than three 
per cent. the dairy cows America are pure-bred. The 
field for improvement, therefore, vast; and the opportu- 
nity for useful service stimulating the extreme. The 
various breeds dairy cattle, like other farm animals, are 
the result centuries selection. the course time the 
natural result was specialized animal, which was vast 
improvement upon the earlier stock. Great Britain have 
developed the Jersey, Guernsey, Ayrshire, Devon, Milking 
Shorthorn, and other less well known breeds; Holland, 
the Holstein-Friesian, and Switzerland, the Brown Swiss. 

During the early history America, whatever cows hap- 
pened hand were brought over the colonists. 
were well along the last century before had any- 
thing upon our farms but the nondescript cow which was 
product the various early and careless importations. 

would have been possible, assume, for America 
have developed its own dairy breed, employing the same 
methods which had been employed successfully older 
countries; but our people wisely decided utilize the achieve- 
ments the European breeders many centuries; and 
today the chief dairy breeds the United States are all de- 
rived from specialized breeds developed across the sea. 
Our indebtedness the great breeders, especially Great 
Britain, Holland, and Switzerland, immense, and one 
which cheerfully acknowledge. 

When importation pure-bred cattle once began, be- 
came necessary form associations for preserving records 
the cattle thus imported and their descendants. For this 
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purpose herd books were established. Later, all the fairy 
pure-bred associations established advanced registry for 
recording production. This has come one the most 
important the activities the pure-breed associations. 
has developed keen, but the whole generous rivalry, 
both among owners cows and between the different breeds. 
The advanced registry work has been powerful factor 
increasing the production milk and butterfat. Advanced 
registration also serves correct any excess emphasis 
may likely put type. Wisely planned and carried 
out, can made very valuable factor helping 
determine the ideal type the dairy cow. 

The most valuable work the pure-breed associations, 
from the standpoint the public, the vast improvement 
they are bringing about for better and more cows. 
The improved cow means decreased cost milk, indis- 
pensable food. All our people profit this. 

Several years ago, Holland, the house leading 
Holstein cattle breeder, observed upon the wall portrait 
Thomas Wales, early secretary the Holstein- 
Friesian Association America. The breeder stated that 
his father had sold more cattle Mr. Wales than had 
sold any other man all his How much more 
reason have America, who have profited vastly more, 
hold memory the names these early pioneers the 
dairy breeds. Their successors too are carrying fine 
and useful work. 

the pure-breed dairy associations that are making 
the most persistent and effective fight against the scrub 
cow, which still remains overwhelming numbers upon the 
farms America. Calf clubs are being organized all over 
the country, composed boys and girls who become owners 
one more pure-bred high-grade calves. Through the 
activities these calf clubs the dairy cattle the commu- 
nity begin improve. the second place, the club tends 
attach the boy girl the farm. The successful breeders 
and farmers coming years will those now énrolled 
members boys’ and girls’ clubs. 

The pure-breed associations are waging continual fight 
against the scrub bull. Recently one state most effect- 
ive drive has been made the united forces the pure- 
bred dairy associations and the pure-breed beef asso- 
ciations. This campaign will add the wealth the state 
and the well-being her citizens. possible this 
method secure the cooperation the business interests 
the community. agricultural community all are 
interested improved farm conditions.

Now that the story the 1923 National Dairy Exposi- 
tion has been broadcasted the thousands 
readers who were not able attend, and the other thou- 
sands dairymen who are supporters the other dairy 
breeds, through their own breed papers, seems the 
general opinion that this particular show has been the most 
successful its history. 

That the and Guernsey breeders are not alone 
recognizing the fact that our breed showed outstanding 
improvement demonstrated the following excerpts 
from four leading dairy and agricultural papers: 

Guernsey phenomenon recorded, for quality 
exhibit, co-operation among breeders and satisfaction 
with the judging distinguished this the most thoroughly 
successful Guernsey show ever held.—It seems that only 
the the country appeared the aged cow class.

“The exhibit Guernseys deserves highest 
tion. was not only the best show ever staged with re- 
spect quality and number, but its surprising element 
strength where supposedly weak. times past, the Guern- 
sey breeder has been indifferent showing, and has cen- 
tered his interest the Advanced Register test, with the 
result that most shows, and particularly the National, 
the breed has suffered comparison.

One the functions, indirectly, the annual Exposition, 
reflect breed progress during the preceding year. 
any breed can come out and show definite advance cor- 
relating the function its individuals high and profitable 
producers, with the type ideal that ever the mind’s eye 
the constructive breeder,—then that breed has made 
actual and definite stride its existence. Furthermore, 
when that breed can show from the averages received for 
its members public sales, that its progress appreciated 
purchasing dairymen and breeders, there sure indi- 
cation normal and healthy market. 

further indication the interest generated breed 
the large number definite inquiries for cattle, and ex- 
pressions interest the breed, prospective dairymen 
and future breeders. Such avalanche inquiries has 
resulted from the combination advertising during 
the National, the exhibit Guernseys, and the active work 
done members the office staff Syracuse, that 
there every indication that the coming year will see new 
record number Guernsey herds started. The majority 
these inquiries come from men who have been keeping 
cows nondescript breeding, and great many come from 
men who have found other breeds unprofitable not adapted 
local conditions. The Guernsey has sold herself these 
men her greatest breed characteristics,—economical pro- 
duction and quality product. 

unprecedented demand for pure bred individuals 
going bring about corresponding demand for pure bred 
bulls used grade herds, since the increase number 
pure bred females dependent upon the number breed- 
ing females now alive.

While the farmers and dairymen the United States alone 
present wide market for surplus stock, there doubt 
that the foreign market will also prove fertile field 
for those who are inclined test out its possibilities.
